USS. will vote for 
China entry to U.N. 


WASHINGTON, — The US. will vote for the admission of China into the 
United Nations General Assembly this year while opposing any action to ex- 
pel the Nationalist Government in Taiwan, Secretary of State William 
Rogers announced yesterday. 


Mr. Rogers told a press con- 
ference that the question of who 
should have China’s seat in the 
Security Council would bo de- 
cided, the final analysis, by 
the Council itseli. ᾿ 


He said the U.S. was Prepared 
to have that issue resolved on 
the basis of a decision of mom- 
bers of the U.N. 


Mr, Rogers said that both Peking 
and Taiwan claimed to be the sole 
government of China, and “repre- 
sentation In an international organ- 
ization need not prejudice the 
claims or views of either govern- 
ment.” 

The Secretary of State indicated 
that the U.S. would be prepared to 
see the issue of China's admission 
into the U.N. settled by a simple 
majority vote. He said that the 
‘“4mportant question” formula used 
in the past, requiring a two-thirds 
majority, was ‘academic in wiew of 
the policy statement he had made. 


The People’s Republic of China 
received 8, simple majority favouring 
its admission last year but fell 
short of the required two-thirds. 

Mr. Rogers sald ‘that the U.S. 
would treat any move to expel the 


Chinese Nationalists a3 an impor- 
tant question, requiring a two- 
thirds majortty in the General As- 
sembly. 

Mr, Rogers placed the new policy 
decision in the context of President 
Nixon’s attempts to improve reéla- 
tions between Washington and 
Peking. : 

Yesterday's announcement came 
less than three weeks after Mr. 
Nixon disclosed on July 16 that he 
had accepted an Invitation to visit 
Peking before next May. 

Mr. Rogers praised the Chinese 
Nationalist Government, which is a 
Charter member of the U.N. and 
occuples one of the five permanent 
big-power seats in the Security 
Council, 

“The Republic of China has play- 
ed a loyal and conscientious role in 
the U.N. since the organization was 
founded,” he said. “It has lived 
up to all of its Charter obligations. 

“Having made remarkable progress 
in developing its own economy, it 
has cooperated internationally by 
Providing valuable technical as- 
sistance to a number of less de- 
veloped countries, particularly in 
Africa.” 

The ‘Secretary of State noted that 
Communist China had a population 


of some 700 miillon people and Na- 
tlonalist China about 14 million. 

. He sald of the Peking regime: 
“After all they represent about one- 
fourth of the people on the surface 
of the earth.” 

The Rogers announcement marked 
an historic switch from U.S. efforts 
over the past years to prevent Pe- 
King’s entry into the U.N. 

Both Chine and Nationalist China 
(Formosa) claim they represent all 
of China and therefore are entitled 
to China's seats in the General As- 
sembly and jn the Security Council, 

Mr. Rogers sald that neither 
Peking nor Talwan had indicated 
they favoured the new Nixon policy 
on Chinese representation in the 

But “President Nixon has been 
adapting American forelgn policy 
with these facta in mind — forging 
policies directed to the future while 
taking fully inte account the lega- 
cies of the past.” 

Mr. Rogers also told reporters 
that the U.S, decision on Chinese 
membership does not mean Wash- 
ington would favour U.N. seats for 
divided countries elsewhere, such 
as the two Germantes, the two 
Koreas and the two Vietnams,

WASHINGTON. — An offspring of 
the Land of Israel Movement, cal- 
led “Americans for a Secure Is- 
rael," has emerged on the Amer- 
ican political scene. With headquar- 
ters in New York, the new group 
also claims chapters in Los An- 
geles, Detroit and Chicago, and or- 
ganized supporting units in the Bos- 

ton area. 

Unlike the {sraeli movement, the 
U.S. organization does not put much 
stress on historical or biblical jus- 
tifications for claiming the. terri- 
torles.

The U.S. group is not formally 
affiliated with the Land of Israel 
Movement, a spokesman said, al- 
though Shmuel Katz, one of the 
leaders of the Israel group played a 
key role in Its formation, Mr. 
Katz, it was said, simply appealed 
to a section of American Jewish 
opinion, often represented by young 
academics, already disposed to the 
general position taken by ‘the Is- 
raeli movement, -

One of the leaders of the group, 
Dr. Erich Isaac of City College in 
New York, expressed the view to 
this reporter that the new move- 
ment could appeal to a large and 
mainly untapped reservoir of mili- 
tant Jewishness present in contem- 
porary America. He cited the suc- 
cess of Rabbi Meir Kahane, espe- 
cially with students, as an example 
of some aspects of this phenome- 
non. 

Dr. Isaac chided official opinion 
in Israel for believing that the New 
Left accurately represents Jewish 
youth. He said that efforts by the 
Jewish Agency to solicit support for 
Israel among the young are design- 
ed as appeals to radical left opi- 
nion. He termed this “distorted vi- 
sion,” based largely on Israel's own 
political heritage. 

Radical Jewishness, he claimed, 
expresses more geriuinely the feel- 
ings of large segments of Jewish 
youth. Dr. Isaac said Israeli insti- 
tutions, like U.S. Jewish institu- 
tions, have not yet come to re- 

cognize this circumstance.

arrangement over Germany and the killingly experfsive multiplication 
of devices for long-range destruction. 

Now they will have to move faster, one way or the other. The 
great argument wil] be whether to stop and mske conces- 
sions (to the Chinese? to West Germany? to Israel?), or whether 
to push all the harder. The only other choice is to. turn in on them- 
selves entirely. 

It is not easy to see how they can push harder without a blow-up. 
It would be fine, for example, to get the Suez Canal open quickly so 
that they could sail their splendid new fleet out into the Indian Ocean 
by the short way. But this can be done only by making peace with 
Tsrael at the expense of their by no means idyllic special relationship 
with the Arab world — or by openly helping the Arabs to blast Israel 
out of existence, with consequences quite unpredictable. — 

I do not count the naval build-up in itself as pushing. What used 
to be grand strategy 15 nothing but tactics in the Afomic Age. Russia 
has got herself on the map as a super-power with the freedom of the 
seas, to which she has as much right es anybédy elae. This was im- 
portant for her own self-respect. 


Too late for decisive relevance 


She has made good the dream of a lith-century Tsar too late for 
decisive relevance. She bas enough lend. and to -and the poten- 
tial she needs to make herself self-sufficient (if she gloomily wants 

- to be) and build herself up steadily to that: level of material existence 
which is nowadays de rigueur. She can do this much faster by 
friends. She cannot hope to revolutionize the world. If America went 
Communist tomorrow, Moscow would have to take a back seat. She 
therefore has to ask herself, and fairly quickly, whether she wants 
to dominate the world absolutely by a combination of guile and vica- 
rious force extending over decades, perhaps geuerations, or whether 
what she above all wants is to make herself invulnerable to anything 
but atomic war. 

Because if, for whatever reason, America proceeds to build up China 
with loans etc., if the Chinese market 15 open to the West, the Soviet 
Union will-not have a ‘hope of asserting herself effectively by going on 
as she has gone on for too long — making trouble, throwing away 
allies, as she threw away China and Yugoslavia by refusing to treat 
them as equals, alienating her closest neighbours and keeping them 
in chains, cutting herself off from the West for the sake of Berlin 
and an increasingly mythical leadership of a discredited Communist 
movement. She will really need a friend. She can find more than one 
if ahe sets her heart on it.

John Erickson, professor of high- 
er defence stidies at Edinburgh Uzl- 
versity, gave this assessment in a 
report published here over the week- 
end. Erickson is considered an ex- 
pert on Soviet affairs. He tas made 


4s said to be personally acquainted 
with some of Russia's top generals 
and strategists. 

The new Soviet miltary doctrine, 
he said in his report entitled “Soviet 
military power,” is clearly shown 
in the Red Army's massive war 
games held in Central Hurope. The 
1967 games, he said, were based 
almost entirely on conventional wea- 
pons, but the 1970 exercises were 
based on a mixture of conventional 
and nuclear weapons. 

“Cardinal importance,” he wrote, 
“is attached to the initial strike” 
‘and surprise is considered al] impor- 
tant. The Russians are now capable 
of advancing by as much 858 70 miles 
a@ day. They have a highly develop- 
ed airlift capacity. 

During the 1970 war games, 8,000 
parachute troops and 160 vehicles 
were dropped in a space or 22 min. 

“Soviet commentary on the ‘nu- 
clear battlefield,” Erickson said, 
“lays great stress on the depth and 
destructiveness of the initial mass 
nuclear strike." 

‘He added: “The crucial nature of}- 
this first strike, which is vital to 
the subsequent evolution of ‘the bat- 
tle," would certainly impel the Soviet 
command to commit an appreciable 
proportion of thelr available war- 
heads — probably as much as 40 
per cent

HIROSHIMA [Reuter). — Doctors 
inv ing - after-effects 
1945 atomic bom! 


Death rates are significantly 
higher than the national average 
and there ig no sign that the peak 
has been reached, according to a 
study published by American and 
Japanese doctors attached to the 
Atomic Bomb Casualty Commission. 

The Commission examines statis- 
tics. based on studies of victims 
and a control group of people not 
involved in the bombing. 

The latest .report, compiled by 
doctors in charge of the statistics, 
medicine and pathology depart- 


ments, covers 15,584  survivore | 


exposed to atomic radiation and 
5,025 unexposed controls. 

All were under 10 years of age 
when Hiroshima became the first 
eity hit by an atom bomb on Au- 
gust 6, 1945, 

The report notes that Jeukemia 
was early identified as an important 
radiation effect among survivors. 
Most of the deaths up to 1955 were 
attributed to this, 

But the commission doctors say 
there fs now accumulating evidence 
that the bomb’s insidious after- 


effects are alsa appearing in thd

TRL AVIV. — The large-scale im- 
port of foreign construction work- 
ers from “Turkey, Malta, Greece, 
Yugoslavia and other countries” was 
proposed yesterday by Mr, David 
Stern, Deputy Chairmen of the Con- 
tractors Association, as a “meas 
of forcing down wages, thus redu- 
eing the astronomical price of 
building.” Mr, Stern added that “the 
last reserves of building workers 
from the administered areas have 

been tapped.” 

The foreign workers would be 
employed on “short-term” con- 
. tracts, and returned home after the 
- current drastic shortage of man- 

power was over, he sald. _ 

Mr. Stern also gules imme- 
dlately lowering the ve tar- 
iffs on imported building materials 
while stepping up the production of 
local materials. Moreover, he fa- 
voureé greater mechanization and 
industrialization of the buikting 
trades, thus attracting “a better edu- 
cated clases of worker to the trade.” 

At the same time, Mr. Aharon 
Goldstein, M.K.,, Chairman of the 
’ Association, said that labour costs 

at present were intolerable and that 

“complete anarchy in this 

field.” He quoted examples: In 1968 


ft cost IL650 to build the skeleton 
of a room, todsy it costs 1L1,800 


to 102,000: In 1968 it cost ΕΟ 


to lay the tiles in a 80 square- 
metre three-room flat; today, it 
costs IL1,500; In 1968 the wood- 
work cost IL2,200; today, it had 
risen to more than 113,100. 

in describing the ever-rising pri- 
ces for flate, Mr. Goldstein also 
noted that the high cost of land 
was an important factor. While 
price of land per room in Tel Aviv,

Moments later, however, he was 
slowly bouncing back up the slope 
again to join Irwin. He dusted off 
his camera and resumed work, pho- 
tographing the walls of the rille, 
which has mystified moon-watchers 
for centuries. 


Earlier, the normally even-tem- 
pered Scott showed irritability with 
ground control as the lunarneuts 
struggled with a troublesome core-

Shelter and care in prospect for 


Jerusalem’s 45,000 stray cats.and dogs

A mereiful solution may finally be 
in the offing for the problem crea- 
ted by the 5,000 stray dogs and 
40,000 stray cats οὗ. Jerusalem. 

The Jerusalem Animal Protection 
Society, which has been fruitlessly 
seeking a site for an animal hos- 
Pital and shelter for the past de- 
cade, announced yesterday that ne- 
gotiations are in with the 
Municipality for a site in the Ata- 
rot Industrial Zone. A Municipality 
spokesman confirmed that Mayor 
Teddy Koliek has agreed in prin- 
ciple to siting the shelter in Atarot 
but that a specific site has yet to 
be determined. 

Three times in the past, the Mu- 
nicipality has allocated a site for 
an animal shelter to the society, 
but each time the decision was re- 
versed after objections by neigh- 
bours. The last such site was in 
Givat Shaul. Mrs. Joan Comay, ho- 
norary president of the society, told 
8 press conference that the $35,000 
required for the building was do- 
nated more than 10 years ago by 
an American but that the problem 
has been a site. At Atarot 
there are no nearby residences. 
. A society veterinarian who de- 
clined to have his name published, 
seid thet 500 persons are bitten by 
dogs each year in Jerusalem. In- 
tensive efforts have énab- 
led almost 811 the dogs involved to 
be tracked down and examined for 
rables. In only four or five cases 
was the animal not found, obliging 
the person bitten to take a series 
of painfull anti-rabies injections as 
8. precaution,. 

Mrs, Dvora Ben-Shaul, outgoing 
chairman of the society, noted that 
the dog population of Jerusalem had 
more then doubled with the unifica-

The only method the 
city now has for dealing with stray 
dogs she said, is to poison them 
in the street. “It’s not humane and 
it’s no way to teach chiJdren to be 
kind to animals. It also deters peo- 
Ple of sensitivity from calling in 
the Municipality.” . 

‘Once an atimal shelter is estab- 
lished, people would have a place 
to bring pups and kittens they do 
not want, instead of letting them 
roam the streets. Strays would also 
be rounded up. The Jerusalem 
veterinarian said that stray animals 
would be held for two or three 
weeks at the shelter, which would 
have a capacity for 100 dogs. 
Probably five per cent would be 
given away for adoption during this 
period, Those still re would 
be destroyed in a merciful manner,
